Following the instructions of 


Special Judge Craig of Greens- 
burg, the jury returned a verdict 
Tuesday evening in favor of the 
defendants in the $5,000 damage 
case of Roy Russell against Walt- 
er Farlow, et al. 


Russell, formerly a -hand" on 


the Farlow farm southwest of 
Milroy, was injured about the 
head in a fight on the Farlow 
farm August 2, 1928. The defense 
however, introduced testimony 
Irom several witnesses that Rus- 
sell had not been injured until 
he had attacked, threatened and 
cursed Walter and Richard Far- 
low. 


Judge Craig instructed the jury 


to return a verdict in favor of 
the defendants and they did so, 
the costs being placed against 
the plaintiff.

dict had been announced, com- 
mittment papers for talcing Rus- 
sell to the feeble-minded school 
a1 Butlerville were produced and 
Deputy Ed Compton prepared to 
take the former farm hand 
there. It was learned that Judge 
Sparks, who was judge of the 
Rush circuit court at the time.
